The fact that during the past week 
Col. ZOLLINGER, our eflScient mayor, 
has found it necessary to issue two 
orders against long standing abases 
in

is

proof 
that 
there 
is something radically wrong, and that 
"Reform ia necessary." The burglaries 
of the past few nights could not have 
been successfully carried out, if we 
had a really eflScient force. That, af- 
ter giving warning of their presence 
by blowing up a safe in a brewery in 
the heart of the city, the burglars 
should, upon the following night,when • 
the police would naturally be expect- 
ed to be more vigilant than usual, en- 
te^ half a dozen buildings in different 
portions of the city, and actually car- 
ry off a safe, which involved the use of 
a horse and wagon, certainly shows 
that we have very little protection for 
our property. 


The SENTINEL does not pretend to 
locate the blame, but believes that the 
council at its next meeting should or- 
der the j)olice committee to make a 
thorough investigation into the man- 
agement of the department. 
Let the 
public know all the details; how th^ 
force is conducted, how the beats are 
arranged, the general plan of opera- 
tions, etc., etc. 
The present system— 
if there is any system—might be ma- 
terially improved by the result of such 
an inquiry. 


Of course the police cannot be om- 
nipresent. It is not to be expected 
that they can be everywhere at the 
same time, or that they can prevent 
all crime. 
But there are twenty men 
on the night force. 
They cost a good 
deal of money and ought to be of some 
service. One trouble is that they devote 
tpo much time and attention to com- 
paratively insignificant matters, and 
not enough to important ones, which 
demand skill, judgment and courage. 
The police, in a city like this, ought 
to know the name and abiding place 
of every professional criminal and 
suspicious charact'^r in the place, and 
keep track of his goings and com- 
ings and comings. ^Vith this knowl- 
edge they would be able to prevent 
many 
crimes 
and apprehend the 
perpetrators of others. 


T h e SENTINEL, it is needless to say, 
has always been friendly to the police 
force, and has never lost any oppor- 
tunity to praise the officers or mem- 
bers thereof, when they accomplished 
anything 
worth 
mentioning.

Financial Dletasters in Canada—Sev- 
eral Bank^ CIo«t« Their DoorH— 
Ran«« on Otber Banks — Oreat Ex 
citcment Among; tlic People. 
At Montreal the financial panic is 
increasing. The Villic Marie Bank 
conducted business for about half of 
yesterday forenoon, but the run on it 
was so great that it was obliged to sus- 
pend. Before the hour of commencing 
busineys an immense crowd of bill 
holders and depositors had gathered, 
and when the doors were thrown open 
a rush was made to the paying tellers 
and gold room, 
After a few moments 
the officials deemed it wisest to sus- 
pend. 
The directors say the bank is 
able to pay all its debts within a rea- 
sonable time and have a considerable 
amount for shareholders. The capital 
stock is $1,000,000, nearly all paid up. 
It has $300,000 in bills in circulation 
and $700,000 on deposit, $400,000 of 
this sum requiring notice before pay- 
ment. The notes 
under 
discount 
amount to $1,200,000. 


Brokers are offering from 75 to 80 
cents for bills. 
The run upon the 
city and district savings banks in- 
creases, and as the deposits nearly all 
belong to the working classes, it is the 
most serious that has yet taken place. 
Deposits aggregate $3,000,0000, and it 
is said a considerable loss seems in- 
evitable. 
The directors had taken 
every precaution beforehand to be 
prepared for it. 
The general man- 
ager of the Bank of Montreal, states 
that the City District Bank 
will 
have no difficulty in meeting all de- 
mands upon it.

Boiling Thnngk the Polar Sea to 


the Paelfle Ocean—Important DU- 
"""Vw York Sun.] 
Berlin, Aug. 3.—A telegram was 


eceived in this city yesterday from 
lockholm anouncing that the Arctic 
xplorer, Prof. 
Nordeuskjold, had 


rmighed his gteainer, the Vega, out 
, i!ie ice in Behring Strait, where 
le had been confined during the 
•inter, andhad begun his homeward 
ourney through the Pacific Ocean. 


This announcement is that of the 
rst success of many efforts to find a 
ortheflst passage from the Atlantic 
i the Pacific Ocean. Prof. JTordensk- 
atd started on this most perilous and 
lost important expedition on the 4th 
f July, 1878. 
He started from 


joteuburg in the Vega, accompanied 
y a corps of scientific specialists, in 
ddition to a crew of able seamen, 
vho had had experience in uavi- 
ating the Arctic seas. 
The details 


f his voyage its far as they have been 
eceived are full of interest, and show 
s well the daring i nd the persever- 
ance of the explorer. 


Nordenskjold began his career as an 


explorer in 1872. The problem he 
ook upon 
himself to solve was 


rhether or not there is navigable 
rater north of Asia from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific. He had before him 
the records of the efforts of Capt. 
Willoughby, Barentz, and Behring, as 
well as others whose names are also 
:amiliarly known. 
He studied all 


these from the expeditious of the 
Northmen and the Icelanders to the 
atest expeditious in 1871 and 1873, 
in which many Norwegians lost their 
lives. From these records he learned 
the several theories that had been 
held, and to what extent the facts as 
ascertained by the explorers proved or 
disproved them. 
Previous to 1872 Nordenskjold had

„„ was selected by the Swedish 
government to undertake a sledge 
journey from Spitzenhergeu towards 
the north pole. 
The explorers en- 


countered disasters and were com- 
pelled to return home the following 
year without having gained much in- 
formation, though they acquired a 
deal of experience. 


In 1873 the professor was able, 


through the generosity of Mr. Oscar 
Dickson, a wealthy 
merchant of 


Gotenburg, to essay the proof of his 
belief that there is a navigable sea 
north of Asia. He sailed from Trom- 
soe, a port on the northern coast of 
Norway, on the 8th of June of that 
year, and on the ISth of August 
reached the mouth of the Yenisei 
River, the middle one of the three 
large water courses of northern Asia. 
By this voyage he established the fact 
that the Sea of Kara is navigable, and 
also opened a water route to the most 
desirable parts of Siberia. He named 
a port at the mouth of the river 
Dickson'a Port, in honor o£ his patron. 
This voyage- also gave additional color 
to the probability of a route to China 
by way of the Yenisei Eiver. In the 
following year he made another voy- 
age, sailing from Tromsoe on the 25th 
of July. His patron had replaced the 
small vessel of the year previous with 
a stanch little steamer, the Yiner. She 
was freighted with goods suitable for 
the Siberian trade. The voyage to 
Nova Zembla was made in five days, 
but upon passing through the straits 
that separate that island from the 
main land he found the Sea of Kara, 
that he had navigated so easily the 
year before, full of drifting ice. After 
waiting several days he began beating 
in the ice up the Nova Zemblan coast, 
»nd at latitude 72 found himself in an 
open sea. By the middle of August 
he again reached the mouth of the 
Yenisei Eiver. He ascended it for 
eome distance, and, having disposed 
of his cargo to advantage, returned to 
the port he started from after an ab- 
sence of seven weeks. 


These voyages went far to convince

For two years, from 1870, he 
was a Biember of the second Swed- 
ish chamber, an ofBce equivalent to 
that of a member of congresi in the 
United States.

nd Dr. Fayrer seized the injured 
art of the dog's leg between the 
liumb and first finger of his left road one 
iand, and with a clean, swift sweep of us that 
iis scalpel cut it out down to the 
jone.

fere given, but in a few minutes the 
log began to exhibit those symptoms 
jf drowsiness that always proceed 
leath from the bite of a cobra. Every 
ffort was made to arouse him, but 
within a little more than twenty min- 
utes from the time the snake bit him 
he dog lay dead on the floor. In this 
nstance I do not think more than 
two seconds elapsed after the bite 
was given before the injured flesh 
was swept out. The dog exhibited 
no indications of suffering. 
And in 


;hi8 respect the poison of the cobra is 
different from that of all other ven- 
omous reptiles, and especially from 
that of the rattlesnake. 
The bite of 


the latter serpent convulses the victim 
with pain, but the wound inflicted by 
the cobra causes a perfectly painless 
death.

gradually into a calm, deep sleep, 
against which no resistence can be 
made, and from which there is no 
awakening.

The flow of blood soon stopped, and 
the man having received his reward, 
made his salaam, , and walked away 
with what seemed to be an empty 
bag under his arm. Since that time 
I have seen many jugglers bitten by 
cobras apparently without evil result. 


"These men have a wonderful influ- 


ence over snakes. 
They tame them 


to an amazing extent, and very otten 
come to a European's bungalow, and 
offer to clear all the serpents out of 
the compound or enclosed ground, for 
a small consideration. If, the proposi- 
tion is accepted they squat down on 
the ground and play a quick, horrible, 
jangling tune on agreed flute. Very 
soon the owner of the compound is 
astounded to see snakes of all kinds 
and sizes coming out of holes which 
he fondly hoped were tenanted only 
by toads or rats. They move with a 
soft measured motion toward the mu- 
sician, who quickly grasps them and 
places them in his bag until twenty or 
more are there; then, having, as he 


and then I answered,'I think it'a a 
snake, and he ha> bitten me; will you 
get up and go for a lightf Tom Norris 
lay still for a while. Then he said: 
'Now, look here, old fellow, if a cobra 
has bitten you he won't do you the 
least additional harm if he bites you 
again; but what is the use of 
my being bitten too. Hadn't you 
better get up and go for the light 
yourself?' Could any logic have been 
more reasonable? 1 at once got up 
and after some trouble procured a 
light, and wo began, our aearcu for the 
snake.

ally, however, a shrill shriek is heard 
above the ordinary noise, and the 
practised ear discerns the cry of a frog 
when a snake has seized it.. Early 
one jnorning, by the roadside. I found 
a .cobra in the act of making his meal.

frog down his throat, tail first. I'kill- 
ed the snake and released the frog, 
but 
for a long time the latter 


lay unable to move. Its eyes were 
bright, and its head was lively enough, 
but tbe rear part of its body .seemed 
to be paralyzed; the hind legs, which 
had been down the snake's throat, 
were helpless. Finally it contrived to 
drag itself away into the long grass. 


"Formerly the government gave a 


rupee for every dead cobra delivered 
to its agents, but I think this custom 
has been abandoned, for it was discov- 
ered that breeding yards had'been es- 
tablished in various parts of the coun- 
try, and numerous natives were mak-

VOBDENSKJOLD'S VOTAaES.

Berlin, Aug. 8.—A telegram was 
received in this city yesterday from 
Stockholm anouncing that the Arctic 
explorer, 
Prof. 
Nordenskjold, had 
brnnghed his steamer, the Vega, out 
o. the ice in Behring Strait, where 
she had been confined during th« 
winter, and had begun his homeward 
journey through the Pacific Ocean. 


This announcement is that of the 
first success of many eflbrts to find a 
northeast passage from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific Ocean. Prof. Nordensk- 
jold started on this most perilous and 
most important expedition on the 4th 
of July, 1878. 
He 
started from 
Gotenburg in the Vega, accompanied 
by a corps of scientific specialists, in 
addition to a crew of able seamen, 
who had had 
experience in navi- 
gating the Arctic seas. 
The details 
of his voyage as far as they have been 
received are full of interest, and show 
as well the daring ; nd the persever- 
ance of the explorer. 


Nordenskjold began his career as an 
explorerin 
1872. The problem he 
took upon 
himself 
to solve was 
whether or not there is navigable 
water north of Asia from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific. He had before him 
the records of the efforts of Capt. 
Willoughby, Barentz, and Behring, as 
well as others whose names are also 
familiarly known. 
He studied all 
these from the expeditions of 
the 
Northmen and the Icelanders to the 
latest expeditions in 1871 and 1873, 
in which many Norwegians lost their 
lives. 
From these records he learned 
the several theories that had been 
held, and to what extent the facts as 
ascertained by the explorers proved or 
disproved them. 


Previous to 1872 Nordenskjold had 
engaged in six voyages. 
In that year 
he was selected by 
the 
Swedish 
government to undertake a sledge 
journey from Spitzenbergen towards 
the north pole. 
The explorers en- 
countered disasters and were com- 
pelled to return home the following 
vear without having gained much in- 
formation, though they acquired a 
deal of experience. 


In 1873 the professor was able, 
through the generosity of Mr. Oscar 
Dickson, a 
wealthy 
merchant of 
Gotenburg, to essay the proof of 
his 
belief that there is a navigable sea 
north of Asia. 
He sailed from Trom- 
soe, a port on the northern coast of 
Norwav, on the 8th of June of that 
year, and on the 15th of 
August 
reached the mouth of the Yenisei 
River, the middle one of the 
three 
large water courses of northern Asia. 
By this voyage he established the fact 
that the Sea of Kara is navigable, and 
also opened a water route to the most 
desirable parts of Siberia. 
He named 
a port at the mouth of the river 
Dickson's Port, in honor of his patron. 
This voyage also gave additional color 
to the probability pf a route to China 
by way of the Yenisei River. 
In the 
following year he made another voy- 
age, sailing from Tromsoe on the 25th 
ol July. 
His patron had replaced the 
small vessel of the year previous with 
a stanch little steamer, the Ymer. She 
was freighted with goods suitable for 
the Siberian trade. 
The voyage to 
Nova 2iembla was made in five days, 
but upon passing through the straits 
that separate that island from the 
main land he found the Sea of Kara, 
that he had navigated so easily the 
year before, full of drifting ice. After 
waiting several days he began beating 
in the ice up the Nova Zemblan coast, 
and at latitude 72 found himself in an 
open sea. 
By the middle of 
August 
he again reached t h e 
mouth ot 
the 
Yenisei 
iiiver. 
H e ascended 
it for 
some distance, and, having 
disposed 
of his cargo to advantage, returned to 
the port he started from after an ab- 
sence of seven weeks. 


These voyages went far to convince 
the professor that the northeast pas- 
sage could be made. 
To prove it he 
threw all his energy into the under- 
taking, and his patron fitted out a 
more extensive expedition. An appeal 
was made to King Oscar, and he at 
once became interested in the enter- 
prise. 
Of the £20,000 or $100,000 re- 
quired, Mr. Dickson contributed £12,- 
000, and the government and Mr. Al 
exander Sibiriakoff the rest. 
King 
Oscar commissioned several of 
the 
ablest oflBcers of his navy to accom 
pany the «xpedition. Several eminent 
savants volunteered their 
services. 
The fleet consisted of four vessels— 
the steamer Vega, which carried the

Soon after sailing from Port 
Dickson the explorers ran into a heavy 
fog. They moved with the utmost 
caution, and their course was render- 
ed more dangerous by the discovery 
of many small islands not noted on 
the charts. 
The second day the fog 
was dense, and 
they anchored. 
It 
was noticed that the sea was slightly 
B a i t , particularly at the surface. 
By 
dredging, however, many specimens 
ot pure deep sea life were found. 
In 
the afternoon the fog lifted somewhat 
and the Vega renewed her course. 
The explorers soon came upon drift- 
ing ice, but it was thin and rotten, 
and did not impede the vessel. 
Near 
the coast the usual arctic animals were 
seen, but none of the arctic birds. 
Many 
interesting discoveries were 
made in nearly every branch of science, 
but the most important were geo- 
gr^hical.

dy for the bite, and that a man im- 
pregnated with the poison of a vig- 
<drous cobra must die. 
In the course 
«f his experiments he made a singu- 
lar discovery, that the poison of one 
cobra could not kill another. ' A large 
cobra would destroy a smaller one, 
but only by lacerating it with its 
teeth, not by means of its venom. 
'i 
"Once I stood with Dr. Fayrer 
in 
i his studio when he was about to make 
I an experiment 
to determine 
the 
I rapidity with which a cobra's poison 
would do its work. 
In the middle of 
I the room was a wooden box contain- 
I ing a four-foot cobra, which had been 
^ confined there without food for three 
and was in a horrible state of 
I rage, and stocked with venom. 
Not 
j far from the door of the box was a 
I large dog, of greater strength and 
I vitality than an average man. 
He 
was chained and nearly all the 
hair 
had been shaved off from one of his 
hind legs. 
At a signal from the doc- 
tor an assistant pulled a string, the 
door of the box rose, and the cobra, 
with a cord tied around his tail, glided 
out like a streak of light. 
The un- 
fortunate dog had been 
anxiously 
watching the box for some minutes, 
and giving vent to his uneasinesH by a 
low whining noise. 
The moment he 
saw the snake coming out be was 
thrown into an agony of terror, as is 
nearly every animal when he sees a 
cobra, albeit he has never sot eyes up- 
on one before. 
Everybody 
in 
the 
room stood >13 far away from the snake 
as possible, the assistant holding the 
string that was attached to the 
rep- 
tile's tail; in a .-second the cobra had 
fastener] its eyes upon the dog, which 
was the object nearest to it, and rising 
upon its tail it assumed its horrible 
position of attack. Then, launching its 
body like ligiitniug through the inter- 
vening spa'^e, it fastened its fangs 
fairly in the center of the bare con- 
spicuous spot upon the dog's 
flank. 
Instantly 
the 
assistant pulled the 
string 
and 
dragged 
the 
writh- 
ing 
reptile 
from 
its 
hold, 
and Dr. Fayrer .seized the injured 
part of the dog's leg between tluî 
thumb and 
first 
finger 
of his left 
hand, and with a clean, swift sweep of 
hi.9 scalpel cut it out down to tho 
bone. 
Remedies were at once applied 
to stop the bleeding and stimulants 
were given, but in a few minutes the 
dog began to exhibit those symptoms 
of 
drowsiness 
that 
always 
procee<l 
death from the bite of a co'bra. Every 
effort was mach' to arouse him, but 
within a little more than twenty min- 
utes from the time the snake bit him 
the dog lay dead on the floor. In this 
instance 1 do not think more than 
two seconds elapsed after the bite 
was given before the injured flesh 
was swept out. 
The dog exhibited 
no indications of suffering. 
And in 
this respect the poison of the cobra is 
different from that of all other ven- 
omous reptiles, and especially from 
that of the rattlesnake. 
The bite of 
the latter serpent convulses the victim 
with pain, but the wound inflicted by 
the cobra causes a perfectly painless 
death. 
The doomed person 
sinks 
gradually into a calm, deep sleep, 
against which no resistence can be 
made, and from which there is no 
awakening. 


"1 remember once being called by 
my servant to look at his wife, who, 
he said, had died in the night. 
That 
the woman was really dead there was 
no doubt; but what she had died of 
was a problem. 
She had been a large, 
strong woman, apparently in perfect 
health, and when she returned home 
the preceding night she made no com- 
plaint of feeling ill. 
She was very 
drowsy, however, and as soon as she 
lay down she fell asleep. 
This gave a 
clew as to the cause of her death, and 
a subsequent examination discovered 
two punctures close together on the 
calf of the leg. She had been bitten

•'But though the vigoioua cobras, 
when they bite, always inflict fatal 
wounds, there ia certainly some means 
by which they can be rendered harm- 
less. I do not mean by pulling out 
the poisonous fangs, for that would 
probably kill the snake, or in any 
event, if done by jugglers, it would 
be likely to be detected. 
I should 
think, however, thit they might en- 
rage the cobra, and force it to strike 
three or four times at a dog or some 
other animal. 
This would exhaust 
the poison, and until it was renewed 
the reptile would be harmless. 
In its 
entirely wild state, however, the co- 
bra always seems to have a supply of 
renom in reserve. 
At least I have 
never heard of one being bitten by 
one of these creatures in the field ani 
recovering. 
But once, while I and 
two of my friends were sitting on the 
veranda of our bungalow, in Allaha 
bad, a juggler was announced. 
He 
was a harsh-featured old man, and his 
sole stock in trade consisted of a heavy 
canvas bag. which seemed to be empty. 
At all events he turned it inside out, 
and shook it and allowed us to exam- 
ine it. 
Then he threw it upon the 
ground,and did not touch it anymore 
until the exhibition was over. 
We, 
however, looked into into it again, and 
walked over it, and satisfied ourselves 
generally that there was nothing inside 
of it. 
Then the juggler, squatting 
down half a dozen yards away, began 
to wave his wand at the bag, and mut- 
ter spells and incantations. 
Soon we 
were startled by seeing the canvas 
quiver, and then undulated in a more 
aecided manner. Then the mouth was 
pu<<hed open, and an immense cobra 
glided out. 
It had the appearance of 
a wild snake, excited to the utmost 
pitch of ferocity, and as it worked its 
way rapidly along the veranda, its 
hood erect, the spectacles encircling 
its eyes, and its tongue darting quick- 
ly in and out, we all thought we 
should obtain a better view of the 
reptile by climbing upon the table. 
We got up there as quickly as possible, 
and the juggler 
seized 
the snake 
around the neck and held it close to 
his face. 
In another moment the 
cobra's fangs were buried in the man's 
forehead. 
But that did not seem to 
disturb the man in the least. 
With 
the blood streaming down his face, he 
grasped the 
snake tightly, forced 
open its mouth with a slender piece 
or stick and showed us that the poison- 
ous fang was there, for he raised it up 
and pushed it down with the little 
switch. Then he put the serpent back 
into the bag, where it writhed for a 
few minutes and then lay still. When 
we looked in, it was not there, and we 
rubbed our eyes and thought we had 
taken more brandy and soda than was 
good for us. 
But'there on the man's 
forehead were the two little holes the 
unmistakable marks of a cobra's bite. 
They were already changing from a 
red to a livid hue, and there seemed 
to be but little time to be lost if the 
juggler's life was to be saved. 
Taking 
a little pod, Hkea coffee bean, from his 
pocket, he placed it upon the wound 
on his forehead, where it stuck fast. 
The flow of blood soon stopped, and 
the man having received his reward, 
made his salaam, and walked away 
with what seemed to be an empty 
bag under his arm. 
Since that time 
I have seen many jugglers bitten by 
cobras apparently without evil result. 


"These men have a wonderful influ- 
ence over snakes. 
They tame them 
to an amazing extent, and very often 
come to a European's bungalow, and 
offer to clear al the serpents out of 
tho compound or enclosed ground, for 
a small consideration. 
If the proposi- 
tion is accepted they squat down on 
t h e ground and play a quick, horrible, 
jangling tune on a'reed 
flute. 
V e r y 
soon the owner of the compound 
is 
astounded to see snakes of 
all 
kinds 
a n d sizes coming out of holes 
which 
he fondly hoped were tenanted only 
by toads or rats. 
They move with a 
soft measured motion toward the mu- 
sician, who quickly grasps them and 
places them in his bag until twenty or 
more are there; then, having, as he 
says, cleared the compound of snakes, 
he receives his money and carries off 
his prey, to let them loose on another 
man's property, and whistle them up 
again for a new reward, for they nre 
all his own tame snakes, and come to 
him when he blows his flute. 


"I once had what I believe was a 
marvellous escape from being bitten 
by a cobra. I and Tom Norris, an old 
friend of mine, were riding along the 
road 
one night. 
It 
occurred to 
us 
that 
a 
horse 
race 
would 
be 
an 
agreeable 
variation 
to 
the 
routine 
of 
our 
somewhat 
monotonous horseback exercises. 
We 
were soon tearing along at break-neck 
speed, but the race was quickly ended. 
Before we had galloped a hundred 
yards my horse struck his foot against 
something, rolled over, and I 'came a 
cropper.' 
I was a good deal shocke<i, 
ancf when I recovered myself my horse 
was out of sight. 
Neither I nor Tom 
Norris had the least idea in what di- 
rection he had gone, and while my 
friend galloped along one road I start- 
ed on foot on another. 
I had walked 
ab9Ut a mile, and was just passing the 
little postoflSce when I saw something 
nearly four feet high directly in front 
of me. 
It was like an upraised stick, 
and when^in my haste 1 had nearly 
walked over it, it shot directly toward 
me. 
Mechanically I raised the short 
stick I carried in my hand and struck 
at it. 
I took no aim whatever, and I 
am not at all .sure that I did not shut 
my eyes, like a young cricketer, as I 
delivered the blow. 
But it hit the 
mark, and, as I afterward found, saved 
my life. For a cooley who came up 
a few seconds later with a torch 
held his light to the ground, where 
a 
full-grown 
cobra 
lay 
writhing 
helplessly with his back* broken. 
1 
was startled on that oec».-ion; but I 
was far more disturbed at 
another 
».ime when, as it afterward turned out, 
there waa no snake there. 
It was the 
worst season of the year for venomous 
creatures, when Tom Norris and my- 
self were occupying a small bungalow 
in Jubbuli>ore. 
We slept in the some 
room, each of us having a lounge, and 
it waa about 2 o'clock iu the m o r n i n g , 
and pitch dark, when I was awakened 
oy something striking me on the baek 
and falling, as the sound seemed to 


indicate, in a ooil upon the 
floor. 
'What's that 7* exclaimed my friend, 
who awoke at the same instant, and I 
made no reply, for I had the strongest 
possible dislike to say what I believed 
It to be. 'What's that?' he asked again, 
and then I answered, 'I think it's a 
snake, and he has bitten me; will yon 
get up and go for a light f Tom Norris 
lay still for a while. 
Then he said: 
'Now, look here, old fellow, if a cobra 
has bitten you he won't do yon the 
least additional harm if he bite« you 
again ; 
but 
what 
is the 
use of 
my being bitten too. 
Hadn't you 
better get ^ 
and go for the light 
yourself?' Could any logic have been 
more reasonable? 
1 at once got up 
and after some trouble procured a 
light, and we began our search for the 
snake. 
But first Tom Norris examin- 
ed the place where I had been bittten, 
and his face grew very grave, for there 
were the two punctures, and it seem- 
ed clear that a snake had injured me. 
We hunted about the house for ten 
minutes, aikl 
although 
I felt my- 
self growing drowsy I began to hope 
that it was not a cobra, but some less 
venomous 
reptile 
that 
had 
bit- 
ten. 
At 
last 
the 
mystery 
was solved. 
As we entered thé bath 
room a wild cat, that for some incom- 
prehensible reason had taken refuge in 
the bungalow, went flying, half mad 
with fright, out of the window, car- 
rying half 
a dozen panes of glass 
with her in her exit. 
In her confu- 
sion she had evidently jumped upon 
the bed, and her claws bad penetrated 
my back, making two little holes pre- 
cisely like the bite of a cobra. 
To 
say that I was relieved would give 
you a very poor idea of my sentiments 
as the cat sprang through the window. 
A'l my drowsiness vanished, and I 
slept no more that oight. 


"The chief food of the cobra is the 
frog. 
After the rainy season these 
creatures fill the air with a loud, 
steady croaking all night. 
Occasion- 
ally, however, a shrill shriek is heard 
above the ordinary noise, and the 
practised ear discerns the cry of a frog 
when a snake has seized it. 
Early 
one morning, by the roadside, I found 
a cobra in the act of making his meal. 
He 
was 
slowly 
sucking 
the 
frog down his throat, tail first. I kill- 
ed the snake and released the frog, 
but 
for 
a long time the 
latter 
lay unable to move. 
Its eyes were 
bright, and its head was lively enough, 
but the rear part of its body seemed 
to be paralyzed ; the hind legs, which 
had been down the snake's throat, 
were helpless. 
Finally it contrived to 
drag itself away into the long grass. 


''Formerly the government gave a 
rupee for every dead cobra delivered 
to its agents, but I think this custom 
has been abandoned, for it was discov- 
ered that breeding yards had been es- 
tablished in various parts of the coun- 
try, and numerous natives were mak- 
ing a comfortable living by rearing 
y o u n g snakes."

If an attempt should be made 
to enter an opening before which this 
screen is placed, the lightest pressure 
on any of the wires would cause it to 
touch a wrie connecting the opposite 
pole of the battery, forming a circuit, 
and sending an alarm to any place 
desired.
